Editorially 

Speaking 

The People Must Know

I’m not for Jimmy Carter, but because he use-* two 
vague words “ethnic purity,” Presidential candidates Jack- 
son and Udall snarled racial bias at Carter. Neither Jack- 
son nor Udall could explain what “ethnic purity” meant. 
Udall has always been a prize boob but jackson ought 
to have better sense. Common decency is still a virtue. 

Hubert Humphrey dropped the pretense that he is 
not running for President when he told a Washington 
audience that President Ford had onoe been a center 
in football, and when Ford bent over to pass the ball 
Ford saw everything upside down, and still does. 

When Humphrey was Lyndon Johnson’s Vice President 
Humphrey was quarantined in cold storage by John to 
keep Humphrey ideas and speeches out of sight. Just try 
and remember anything at all Humphrey .d>id as Vice 
President. 

Humphrey used to be a soda fountain clerk at about 
the same time that Lyndon Johnson was an elevator oper¬ 
ator. Honorable jobs both. So should somebody attack 
Humphrey as a racist because ihe dished out black walnut 
ice cream, or Lyndon Johnson because he had played 
White Christmas on a stereo set? 

Just think what television could do with these two 
secrets if they ever got out. Between Cronkite and Sevaried 
we might find the black walnuts came from Rhodesia an.d 
the playing of White Christmas violated the separation of 
churCh and state provision of the constitution. If someone 
could only invent a vaccine for hoof-in-mouth disease 
now infecting the news media and politicians, the rest 
of us could pursue a little happiness. 

In the face of many rapidly approaching serious dis¬ 
asters the people of the United States, from Maine to 
California, are deep in a snoring sleep, unwilling to 
lift a hand to save themselves at all. The real bicenten¬ 
nial slogan in 1976 is "I surrender, come and get me 
quick.” It is doubtful that a giant size Big Ben alarm 
bell would wake them up if it ran 48 hours every day. 

The National Tax Foundations latest report says 
that present taxes take every dime from every wage or 
salary employee that is earned up to May 1st of each 
year. This means that the earner gets nothing from his 
earning from his work during January, February, March 
and April. All these earnings are taken from him in 
taxes. The foundation predicts that this tax take will 
soon include May of each year. 

Over KABC radio this week, Los Angeles County As¬ 
sessor Phillip Watson predicted property taxes in Cali¬ 
fornia would double in the next three or four years. The 
United Organizations of Taxpayers is circulating a peti¬ 
tion to stop this property tax trend. The response from 
the people who will be hurt the most is practically nil. 
A few dedicated people are trying to save the rest of 
the people from losing their homes and property. As 
President Kennedy said, “those who have the most to 
lose are doing the least about it.” 

City Councilman Ernani Bernardi is trying to qualify 
a petition to permit the people to vote on the downtown 
Redevelopment project, which if .not stopped will cost 
taxpayers from one end of the county to the other bil¬ 
lions in taxes, and for which they will get nothing. Mr. 
Bernardi is having a hard time getting people to help 
him save them. All the people have to do is to-call 
United Organizations of Taxpayers at ‘-36-4982, or Coun¬ 
cilman Bernardi’s office at 4S5-2121. Petitions will be sent 
to callers at once. 

Some weeks ago I reported a recent California Su¬ 
preme Court decision of monumental importance. A pub¬ 
lic service organiztion, Citizens Legal Defense Alliance*, 
also reported the decision in a somewhat different way. 
They wrote “The Fifth Amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States says, “No person shall be . . . deprived 
of life, liberty, or property, without .due process of law: 
nor shall private property be taken for public use, with¬ 
out just compensation.” Or at least that is what it saief 
only a few short weeks ago. But the State Supreme Court, 
by a 4 to 3 decision, lias made a few alterations of 
its own. 

Judge Stanley Mosk, writing the decision in a suit 
against the controversial “acoes s rule” of the Agriculture 
Labor Relations Board, said, "it should scarcely be neces¬ 
sary, as we enter the last quarter of the Twentieth Cen¬ 
tury, to reaffirm the principle that all private property 
is held subject to the power of government to regulate 
its use for public welfare.” 

Cesar Chevaz and his UFW is not “government,” pos¬ 
sessing power over prviate property. Rather, it is an or¬ 
ganization of private individuals, having exactly the same 
rights as other individuals — no more and no less. We 
are awaiting an equal though opposite, reacting of Mosk’s 
law: "The growers may send its representatives into the 
various UFW offices to urge all farm workers to leave 
the UFW and join the Teamsters., What is sauce for the 
goose might be even saucier for the gander. 

Well said. Unless this decision is overturned the end 
of American freedom is at hand. 

Petition Power 

Residents of Long BeaCh, have forced the city council 
to withdraw two ordinances which proposed taxes on 
realty transfer and on sewers. 

The transfer tax was adopted December 23 and would 
have been at the rate of $3.90 per $1,000 of the selling 
price of property in the city. 

The sewer tax was enacted and approved December 
30 and set a tax per month on the basis of the size of 
water lines going into -buildings. Thus, a residence with 
a three-quarter inch water line would pay $1.50 a month, 
a one-inch line $2.25 and commercial users would be 
$10, $20, $40 and $50 a month for water lines from two 
inches to six inches. 

Petitions to force a referendum were circulated by 
the Long Beach District Board of .Realtors and the Long 
Beach Apartment Association and 14,106 signatures were 
tunned in with 10,741 being declared valid. The city court 
cil then rescinded the ordinances. 

Taxes Threaten Growth 

Taxes ihave become a major issue in growth of 
business. 

The positive side is hard to prove to some people, 
but in Minneapolis there is inverse proof. There, South 
Dakota lias set ,up an office to actively seek businesses 
out of the Minneapolis area to move to South Dakota. 
The promise is that there will be a five-year moratorium 
on taxing new buildings and it ,i s pointed out South 
Dakota has .no individual or corporate income tax.
